strange story about nine months ago, 
and who themaolves had au opportu- 
nity to see and converse with, the two 
men whose souls are alleged to have 
been so miraculously interchanged. 
In September, 1874, in Orenburg, 
Jl^isia, there lay sick of typhoid fever 
a wealthy Jew by tlie name of Abra- 
ham Charkov, a native of the place, 
known to everybody, married, and 
father of several children. Oa the 
22nS day of that inonth:he seemed to 
be dying; At- midnight he suffered 
igreatly.ftuditbe physician pronounced

A number of Je^vs were called in, as 
.is customary, prayers were said, wax 
.V i'oaftdles lit, the wife and children were

teaTmept); when suddenly the sick 
.mart gave a tremendous jerk, heaved 
a deep sigh, began to breathe freely, 
opened his eyes and looked with 
amazement at the doings of the people 

■ around him, and then fell asleep. The 
•'phirfiician announced that now all 

'"""S^ipWft-eVBr. He slept through 
the night, but what happened in tho 
morning Was nio.sl wondurful. When 
he awoke he refused to recognize eith- 

■ "'er his wife or children, and pushed 
them away in anger when they came 
Hear him. Besides, he spoke a lan- 
guage none could understand. Pro- 
viouBly he had known only a corrupt- 
ed mixture of trorniaii and Hebrew, 
and some little Russian, but now 
»Mrb»ni*d#e8eeia he seemed not to un- 
derstand a vyord. In a week he was 

■ Well enough to leave tho bed, but 
utterly refused to wear liiu customary 

1 clothes. The physicians unanimously 
pronounced him insane. In appear- 
ance he had not changed. He was 
the same tall, lean niiin, with dark, 
curling l^oks of hair, long black heard, 

- and a dark, furrowed lino across his 
forehead. Yet ho .spoko an uniutelli- 
, gible language, refused to know his 
family, and even his father and moth- 

■ er appeared us perfect strangers to 
him. By chance one day he behold 
himself in a mirror, and a fearful 
aliriek escaped liis lips. Ho touched 
and pulled at his long, Oriental nose, 
ho felt his long, black curls, his ilow-

case caused great excitement, and a 
. .liulL report was made to the medical 
section of the Ministry of tho Interior 
.at St- Pctcrslnirg. Tlio order went 
out to Orenburg to send tho Jew 
• ^Ufid"' hifl 'fadiily. his parents and 
-ihe pther witnesses at once to St. 
^Petersburg, to bo oxamiuod by tlie 
medical faculty. '\'ha examination 
was conducted by Professor Orlow, 
! k qnejoi mpst learned men of Russia.

-may bo imagined, when lie found tha 
this illiterate) Jew from Orenburg spoke 
pure, idiomatic''Etiglish with lluency 
and oven with some eloganco, tha he 
"wrote it alaogrammutioally and o' ho- 
' graphically correct, wiiilo his family 
•■' and parents insisted vohomontly that 
Abraham never in liis lifo spoko any- 
' thing else but a Cicirniau-Jowish jar- 
''■■■ggnand Homo Kussian, and could 
f^eyer write otherwise than in Jewish 
characters. Still moro causo for tho 
. ptofesBor's wonderment was the atate- 
'" 'taent of th'i" Jew*' hinMolf-' ia Bifglwh 
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tlfiat be ■mssobiAbraharaiOharkov at 
ail, that those who pretended to be 
his wife and children and iiis parent's 
were total strangers to him, that ho 
was not a native of Oronburgli, never 
lived there, did not know how he got 
there, that he was not even a Russian, 
butan-^nglishman, named Abrah un 
Durham, born in the town of New 
"Westminster, in British Columbia, 
where he 'resided as a fur dealer, and 
where he had a wife and one child 
living; that from some iuosplicable 
cause he found himself changed in ap- 
pearance, that ho naturally is small in 
stature, stout in body, with fair com- 
plexion, and blonde hair and whiskers. 
The professor and his associated doc- 
tors did not know what to make of 
him, since he appeared iolth'elff''C very 
intelligent and educated Englishman; 
while the woman, her children, and 
the other witnesses claimed him as the 
illiterate Russo German Jew, Abraham 
Charkov. But while tho matter was 
being further investigated, and tho 
entire family kept in closecouliuuiuoiit 
in St. Potersburuh, Abraham was mis- 
sing one morning having escaped on 
board an English ship bound for Hull. 
The case was quietly dropped after 
his flight, but aubfeguent events were 
still more WOridetful.' In 1875, Pro- 
fessor Orlow' waa seut to America by 
the Russian Government to make in- 
quiries concerning tho International 
Exhibition. While in this city ho 
found in a New York pajjor, copied 
from the New Westminster. Press of 
British Coliiiiibia," ' ■ 

THE FOLLOWINQ .STAHTLINQ ACCOUNT: 

"In Now Westminister an occur- 
rence recently took place, which caus- 
ed great sensation throughout the 
whole territory of British Columbia. 
On the 22d day tf September, 187-1, 
a fur dealer of said city was in a dying 
condition, sufTeriug frora typho'd 
fever, and no one, not oven his physi- 
cian, seemed to entertain any hope as 
to the possibility of his recovery. 
Nevertheless the patient rallied and 
fully recovered. But wonderful to re- 
late, the patient, who was an intelli- 
gent Egg|i8hman, had forgotten his 
mother tongue and speaks a language 
which is understood by no one around 
him, but which at last is recognized 
by an inhabitant of the city to be a 
jargon of bad Jflwiah- GleriPafa.^ The 
patient, before his sickness a short, 
stout fellow and a blonde, is now thin 
and lean like a stick, refuses to recog- 
nize bis wife and child, but insists 
that he has a wife and several children 
somewhere else; the mania believed 
to be insane. All at once a European 
traveller arrives, marked with a genu- 
ine Hebrew face, and claims to bo tho 
husband of the wife of tho fur-dealer. 
He speaks to the woman in tho same 
language her husband was wont to 
speak to her; he gives her and oven 
his parents, who live in said city, but 
who, of (io'urse, do not recognize him 
as their son, the most detailed and 
minutest description of bygone events, 
and insists upon being the woman s 
husband and the parents' son. The 
poor women is almost in peril of her 
reason, the eli'ect of the trying ordeal. 
She incessantly asks: 'Wlio is tins 
fellow? How does he come to claim 
to be my husband?' When she hears 
him speak and does not look at his 
ligure, she is ready to- think that he i.^ 
her husband, bub as aoon as she looks 
at him, the s[)ell is broken; for, sure- 
ly, this stranger with the J^v^iah face 
cannot bo her husband, whom she 
just nursed in his sickness. But the 
man continues to press hia claim, and 
tells ber the most delioate.aQd seoet 
facts', evidently known only to hus- 
band and wife." 

Professor Orlow read and re-read 
this account, and the thought struc k 
him that. 

THIS SEKMINOLY IMl'OSSIBLE OCCUllKXCE 

may have sumo connoctiou with tho 
strikingly similar case of tho Orenburg 
Jew, Abraham Chaikov, the inveati- 
gation of which had so puzzled him at 
St. Petersburg. Ho sent a brief ex- 
tract of it to tliu homo minister of 
Russia, and asked permis.sion to go to 
British Columbia aud continuo his ex- 
amination there. Leave was gnuiled 
hiin, and Juno last found him at New 
Westminster. There, to his utter sur- 
prise, ho found tho same man, lank, 
bhiek-hairod, black-wliiskored Onm- 
burg Jew, Abraham Charkov, who 
had escaped from St, Peteroburg, bat 
now claiming to be Abraham Durham. 
Au:l tliore he found alao the very rep- 
rosentutivo of the man described to 
him by the Jew as ho ought lo look — 
a man small iu staturo, stout in body, 
with a fair comploxion and blonde 
hair, whom all hia neighbors and his 
wife and child said was Abraham Dur- 
ham, an intelligent, educated English- 
man, but who, sineo his paroxysm of 
the 22nd day of Soptembor, 1871, at 
high noon, had soeiningly forgotten 
all his knowledge ot tho English lan- 
guage, and was since speaking iu a 
tongue none could understand. Ad- 
drosaiug him t[-\Q professor at onoo us- 
oertainod him to spoak tho Jewish 
Gorman dialect prevalent atOreuburg, 
and asking hilnwho he was; tlie man 
promptly replied" that his name -was 
AbraUam 0b4r|t0ti"»^9W»'» **ft<3er P|. 



means, born and residing at Orenburg, 
in Rus.sia, where his parents still liv- 
ed, giving their correct names, stating 
also that he had a wife and three chil- 
dren there, describing them minutely 
by name and features. There was at 
that moment a uon-i^lussod professor. 
There was

beca'lise' each of ^tUe iitoi m'enc " \vai ' ix- 
ceediugly earnest iu hia asaertioQ that 
ho was not himself, but the other man. 
A strange circumstance was also that 
the change in both occurred precisely 
on tho saffia/day,' the 22d day of Sept. 
1875; both were sick with typhoid, and 
both presumod to be in the agonies of 
death. The distance between Oren- 
burg and New Westminister ia al)out 
nine tliousaiul miles, but the two 
fihices are directly opposite each other, 
direct antipodes. Hence Profeaaor Or^ 
low catiie to ttie conuhiHioa t'bat if suoh' a 
thing as metempsychosis or the trans- 
migration of souls from ono human 
hotly to another be withiu the range 
of possibilities, th© o&ke "of the two 
Abrahams, ia Russia and America 
seems to bo an eviilence of it, since 
the Koul-lifo or inner consciousness of 
of tho ono has been completely* chang- 
ed to that of the other without any 
outward change iu the appearance of 
the men. He yvm still more inclined 
to this belief from the fact that not 
only the day, bat the very moment of 
tlie cliiuige 111 the two men agreed. 
The Russian suffered this change in 
the 22J of Se|iteiiibor, 187i, at pre- 
cisely midnight; the Englishman in 
British Columbia underwjant-. ,

at noon, anci tlie diffaranc<? Of tiiiie and ' 
longitude is such that when it is mid- 
night at Orenburg it is noon at New 
Westmini.ster. May not the cause for 
these occurrences bo found in some as 
vet undiscovered influences of terres- 
trial magnetism? was oho Of the 
thoughs of tho learned professor and 
he concluded to make exhaustive iu- 
ipures into tlio all'iir. For this pur- 
pose he prevailed upon both 
men to accompany him to Russia, 
which they did. Remaining for 
some days in this city, where the 
professor finished tho work for which 
he was originally sent to this country 
by his government. While there Prof. 
Orlow told the account to several gen- 
tlemen whose acquaintance he had 
made, and tney had also. spoke to the 
two mixed-up Abrahams, coming to 
the same conclusion with the professor 
that hero indct;d was a case wholly in- 
oxplicalile to any known law of na- 
ture. Since last November Prof. Or- 
low and the two wonders of the age 
been at St. Petersburg, where the 'in-
